Th* Iriah-Irelaud niovemeat, for which 
Dublin is such a slionghold, has niveti 
riaa to llie formation of mnunierahle 
coii|initte« for the prouioiiou of the 
Iriik lfngtiaac,imuaic, inaustriea, games 
•od fell thiB^raey of the aoil. It aeeiiM 
aa if BOtbing could b« done oow without 
a coamittcc to help it along. The first 
anggettion one heara whenever a new 
project ia mooted ia: "Let i>* form a com- 
mittee to deal with it." And then the 
poor, overworked Irish Irelanders are 
canvasscil ouce again and asked to form 
yet auother committee, ll is iisuHlly 
the aame set of people who are appealed 
to over and over again, and on these too 
WUMIig workera aa erer-increaaing bur- 
den falla, till in Ihcae latter daya it ia 
really becoming intolTable. There are 
aon« Dnbliocn who U« ««t • niagle 
cvenisg in the week whicli i« mt daimed 
by a committee meeting. There is no 
leisure, no home life for these people. 
They work hard all day et their ofTices 
or places of busines*, for almost all 
these people are of the class which have 
to earn their* bread, and in the eveuioK 
they tarn out again sod tramp off to sit 
for hoBfs io a •tnify room using their 
brains 4iMcasantly ««e* conarittee work. 

The self-sacrifice which prompts such 
action is moat admirable, bnt it ia really 
not fair to make such ezccaalve denaodt 
upon our vorkTS. Their health must 
siiflct ill Uit loii(» run from the burning 
of the caudle at both ends. Can nothing 
be done to reduce the number of com- 
mitteea^ It atiikes me that there ia some 
OMrl^plcg and that some of the com* 
aUtjEMi jnlglit bt amalgamated with ad- 
vaattipi, and tbelr work doreUiled. 
Time and energy might tkua be saved 
without the efficiency of the work being 
impaired. Granted that most of the com- 
mittees really do get through a great 
deal of useful work, and that the mem- 
bers are really painstaking and zealous, 
atUl on* question!, whether it is neces- 
aary to have quite ao many of them. 

A ocrtala school of poUtidana used to 
think that they bad doaa averything 
■Mdf«l. than tbay had paaaed "a atrong 
laiul^lllp',* dcmandiag ao&te reform. 
Is Ae're not a tendency among some 
Irish Irelanders to think that they have 
done Ihiir w hole duly to the cause when 
Iher have appointed a comniillee to deal 
with some department of their move- 
ment? At any rate, there ia a prospect of 
aomc Oubliocta going on strike sgainst 
committees. One worried Dubliner 
fMMitlf Miafbid that — A«U-Commit- 
tM LMg<M ought to ba fovadad. and 
that the citizeus should take an antl- 
cemmlttee pledge, promising tbst they 
%oald neither juin s committee them- 
aalvcs uor auk aovbody to join one. 
Serlounly, sumelhiDg must l>e doue, for 
the tblag is becoming a veritable ircad- 
■dll, Tha praaeat wriUr bcloags to

Tha eoaimittea woman waa first 
looked at by aom* oM-fashloiMd folk 
rather a^aaet, btrt'abe Is aoW taken for 
granted sad is, as a rale, cordially wel- 
comed, for it ia recognized that she does 
good work. On Poor I,aw Boards, as 
well as the Gaelic Loa^;ue 'oumiittees 
and wherever else women take part in 
civil life, their i:;fluence is one making 
for good. They are againat jobbery and 
corraptioB and they are not only latalU- 
gcat, bat impartial, aa a rale. 

Many i a t ar aa ti ng eharaetar stadiaa 
may be made at oo«imitta^ by the quiet 
observer. W« have afl anffered from the 
long-winded orator who mistakes a com- 
mittee f(ir a delating society and makes 
lengthy speeches when a few words 
wionld answer the purpose as well. There 
arc others who go into the opposite 
eztrcme and never utter a word. It never 
tranapires what their ideas are, if they 
have any ideas at all. Oo a big commit- 
tee there are almost always iome nasless 
membeta, drones in the hWe, ifbd the 
burden of the works fsll on s few. Then 
there are those trying people who waste 
time over petty details and lose sight of 
the main issue. They seem to forget 
the real end for which they are supposed 
to l>e working, and waste their own and 
everybody else's time on some trivislity. 
At a ccnmlttaa «< a^lothiag Badaty not 
so very Iobr ago ■ member spent a long 
time arguing whether tbe mark with 
which the clothes were to be stamped 
should be the size of a two shilling piece 
or half a crown. 

Another type to be met with on com- 
mittees is the Ishniael one, whose hand 
is against every man's and against whom 
every man's hand is. It is enough for a 
motion to be proposed for it to be opposed 
by the cranky customer, who reminds 
one of the otfigc Irish Mory told by Bng- 
lish people about theiruhmsa who, aa a 
member of a sfaipwrecked crew, landed 
in an unknown country. "I wond'ir 
what tbe Goveriiment of this country 
is?" remarked one of the crew. "I don't 
know, I am sure, but whatever it is, I'm 
agJbB.itt" returoed the irishman. But, 
jokes apart, the committee (juestion, like 
the servant one, ia beccmiog a very burn- 
ing one, aad it bahoovea ns all to con- 
sider how wa caa ramady the present 
aamtiafatary state of irfUn. Aayaag- 
gestiona for tha imptoveaiaat of tha sit- 
nstioa fron otbars who feel the aaceasity 
for a chaafa anald be wtluuned hy a 
Oaallc Leagner.

M. Veltea, iMieh occurred at his home, 
813 Kentucky street, last I'riday evening, 
caused general regret all over the city. 
The deceased was one .)f the best known 
men in local politics and was regarded as 
one of the best mixcn in Louisville. He 
had a cheerful word, a pleaaant smile 
and a hearty handshake for all. Although 
he had beao iU for two weeks aad while 
it waa kaotltf that his ooadltloa waa 
•arioBs, atill bfa death eaaw with sbock- 
iag aaddaaaa^ aad at a time wbea be 
waa auppoeed[ to be oa tha aoai to 
recovery. 

Tbe deceased was born in this city 
thirty-three years ago and received bis 
education in the local schools. When 
scarcely more, than a boy he was given a 
ni*ce in tha CVuity Clerk'a office, wfaete 
hia attention (adnty aad gaaial manners 
won him BMi|y frleada. Aa a Dapoty 
Co-inty Clerk he esteadad hia acqiuiat- 
an» widely ^d rapidly. H« retired 
''^-^lllijMM" to become tha Demo- 
CRifft^HnnMle for Magistrste in the 
Fifth aistrict. He wh.s elected tiy a large 
majority and could have been re-elected 
had he cared to run. Instead be helped 
to manage Magistrate Adams' campaign 
for County Assessor. When the latter 
was elected bfc announced thst Mr. Vel- 
tea was to b« ijls Chief Deputy sad the 
annonncemaa^foaad popular favor. 

The deccaoad was • tscmber of Trinity

The gaaarsl alactioBa ars on ia Ire- 
land aad tbe British Isles aad each anc- 
caedlng day brings fresh defesU for the 

Unionists, fresh but agreeable surprises 
for the Liberals. Little if any disorder 
has occurred at the polls, but ths lesalts 
have been sensational. 

Of tbe 670 members required two were 
elected on Friday. Oa the following 
day sixty-five membeiB wars alectsdin 
England and oaly oae ia ia Scotlaad. 
On Mooday aavsatr-elx eoatesU were 
held snd the reaalt only went to ahow 
that tbe electloaa of Friday and Satur- 
day had cast their shadows before. 

Landslide is no name for it. It is a 
revolution. The voting of the electors 
of England, without referring to those 
of Scotland, Wales and Ireland, show 
that the people of Bngland favor home 
rule for Ireland. How slaa eaa the vot- 
ing be interpreted? 

Ia tbe Bastern division of Msnchester 
former Prime Minister Arthur j. Iialfour 
was defested on Saturday by T. G. Hor- 
ridge. The latter wiis confessed by the 
Liberals to be a weak candidate, yet be 
won by a majority of 1,980. Balfonr'a 
defeat was a surprise to the Litterols and 
a sensation to tbe Unionists. 

On the other hand Sir Henry Caqip> 
bell-Baaaerman was ratamad fhmtbe 
Stirling dlatrict without opposition. 
Gerald Balfbnr, who waa Prealdent of 
tbe Local Government Board, a position 
in a manner equivalent to Secretary of 
the Interior in the American Cabinet, 
was defeated at Leeds by tbe Liberal 
candidate, Walter Dume Legg, formerly 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, is another of 
the Unioaiateaadi4stsswhowsBt dowa 
iu defest. 

On Tuesdsy mornlag tbe elactioa re- 
turns showed Ubcrala, M; Uaioaista, 81; 
LsboritsB. 17; NattoaaUsta. 18;8ocialiats, 
15. Thas far tbe Liberala have gained 
aizty-fonr members. Many hitherto 
Unionists seats have come uncompromis- 
ingly into the Liberal stronghold. 

While former Premier Iialfour and 
other membera of his cabinet who stood 
for re election were defeated, the Camp- 
bell-Bannermaa cabiaet farMl batter* 
Herbert John Olsdstoae, Sacratary for 
Domeatic Affairs; JsBMS Btycs, Oiiaf 8ac- 
retary for Iralaad; Sir J. Uwaoa Wsltoo, 
tbe Attornsy Geaaral, aad Angnstine 
BirrcU, Presideat of tbs Bosrd of Bducs- 
tion, have basa istarasd by Mg asjori- 
ties. « 

While the elections are only beginning 
it seems that everything ii shsped for a 
Liberal victory and an overwhelming vic- 
tory at that. The Irish-Americans of 
this city and country have no interest In 
the election save tbe benefit that will ac- 
crae to Irehmd. Sir Baary Campbell- 
Bannerman and bis cohorts have made 
their fight and have won their separate 
and collective victories with the slogan 
"Home Rule for Ireland." 

Tbe English people of today are too 
enlightened to break a contract so 
solemnly entered into even if they 
wished. The hopelem defeat of Arthur 
J. Balfour in a Unionist stroegbold has 
cost him adrift Ba kaowa not where 
to tare. On Satarday eight be spohe of 
standing for another aest. On Monday 
he gave it np as a bad job snd snnonnccd 
that while the Liberals bad an enormous 
advantage the life of their government 
would be short. 

There hss never b»>en a time in the 
history of the world that so many eyes 
were centered on Ireland and tbe British 
Government. Tha Bujority of people 
bttUava ia sslf-gevsnnasat Irslsad is, 
or sppssrs th bt, aosriag the gosl for 
which Us soM sad daaghtsrs hsva socri- 
desd moasy aad llfs darlog maay cen- 
tariaa.

First and foremoat of the 
measures thus fer intfodnced is 
Senator Ben Johnson's bill regard- 
ing the carrying of concealed and 
deadly weapons. The bill pro- 
vides that persons srrested for 
killing or wounding shall not be 
allowed the plea of stlf-defense if 
it can be proven that for twelve 
hours bcfora the commissk>n of the 
crime charged the defendants 
carried a concealed weapon. It 
provides, however, that the act 
shall not aoply to the trial of any 
person who acted in repelling an 
attack made either upon himself or 
another with intent to commit 
robbery or rape. Neither shall 
this act apply to the trials of those 
authorized by law to carry con 
cealed deadly weapons. 

Another excellent bill is that 
introduced by Senator Charlton, 
raising the age of consent in KeU' 
tncky from twelve to sixteen years 
In these days too many safeguards 
can not be thrown around our 
women. The purity of Kentucky 
womanhood should be the para- 
mount desire of every Legislator 
and every citizen. 

The bill to exclude from the 
divorce courts those who have no 
better plea than abandonment for 
one year is another admirable feat 
ure of the work mapped out by 
the General Assembly. 

Debauchees will refrain from 
their nefarious work in Kentucky 
if the bill compelling men to live 
with their wives at least five years, 
even if the marriage is forced, 
should the bill to that effect become 
a law. None of the above bills are 
partisan in character, all designed 
to make a greater and better Ken- 
tucky.

"Tobacco will take the place of pota 
toca as the staplefprodBCt ct Ireland," is 
tbe atartling prediction of Prof. George 
M. Keller, who|arrived in Kentucky this 
week direct;:tfrom the Bmcrald Isle- 
Prof. Keller iafnow connected with tbe 
British Agricnltura] Department, with 
headquarters in Dublin. Formerly he 
waa a teacher'in the agricultnral depart- 
ment of the Kentucky State College, but 
was employed by the British Govern- 
ment on account of bis knowledga of 
tobacco cnltnre. 

On Monday hefaddresaed the students 
of tbe Statelb^lege at Lezlagton on 
tbe nature of hia work in Ireland. Prof- 
Keller is enthusiast^ on the subject of 
improving agricultural conditions in 
Erin's isle. He told tbe students that 
the aoil of Ireland was admirably well 
adapted to the culture of tobacco. The 
question to be solved, he s^id, was the 
kind of tobacco to be grown.
